WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt was advised to- 
night that 4,120,000 workers were re- 
employed, industrial pay rolls in- 
creased $36,000,000 weekly and busi- 
ness failures reduced 40 per cent dur- 
ing the nation’s first year under the 
“New Deal.” 

These data wese submitted to the 
chief executive by Donald R. Rich- 
berg, secretary of the executive coun- 


cil, in the first of a series of reports 
summarizing objectives and accom- 
plishments of the national program 
of economic recovery and reconstruc- 
tion. 

The report was purely factual and 
contained no interpretation other than 
the figures presented “impressive 
evidence of the volume of unemploy- 
ment to he relieved.” Richberg said 
he expected to have completed by Au- 
gust 29 another report covering relief 
of agricutural distress, 

To Refute Attacks. 
Aanlyses will be made 
the operatio:.s of all recovery 
cies periodically from now on until 
November.

Alabama Child With 


Dangerously Infected 


Leg Brought Home When Officers 


Promise Not To Prosecute. 


FORT PAYNE, Ala.. Aug. 26.—(P) the father and child here at 9 o'clock 


An eight-year-old boy who had been 
spirited from his home here by mem- 
rs of a religious cult to prevent 
medical treatment for an infected leg 
tonight was returned to his home by 
his father. 

The return of the boy, Wallace 
Doyle Sharp Jr., was effected follow- 
ing an agreement between Sheriff 8S. 
W. Pope and the boy’s father that 
charges against the parent would be 
dropped if the father would allow med- 
ica' care for the child. 

Sheriff Pope announced that medi- 
cal treatment would be given by a 
Fort Payne physician and that if the 
physician thought it neeessary the 
child would be taken tomorrow to a 
Gadsden hospital. 

Dr. R. J. Guest, who examined the 
boy befere he was spirited away. said 
the child’s leg had become infected 
following a bruise and that it. was 
swollen to almost twice its natural 
size. 

Dr. Guest said that when he sug- 
gested the child be taken to a_ hos- 
pital he was tokl by members of the 
Holiness church that “the Lord's tak- 
ing care of him, we don't need nv 
doctor.” 

Sheriff Pope said the members of 
the church were trying to cure the 
Lov through prayer. 

Officer Rufus ‘Smith, who brought 


tonight, said the boy's leg still was 
badly swollen but that he seemed to 
be resting fairly well. The officer 
said the boy had not been given medi- 
eal attention since leaving his home 
here. 

Smith said the boy was taken away 
by his father, Homer Elrod, and 
James Miller, Holiness preacher, Fri- 
day, while officers were en route to 
the home to attempt to provide medi- 
cal treatment. 

The officer faund the boy at the 
home of a Mr. Williams, at Dutton, 
about 35 miles from here im an ad- 
joining county. The boy's grandmoth- 
er, Mrs. Charles Sharp, returned with 
the party here. 

The return of the boy followed a 
search over Sand and Lookout moun- 
tains today by Cireuit Judge A. E

GERMAN DEFAULT 
IN FULL ON DEBTS 


Complete Collapse Cer- 
tain Unless Further 
Concessions Are Made 
by Creditors, He Says.

BERLIN, Aug. 26.—(UP)—Com- 
plete collapse of Germany's foreign 
debt payments, involving thousands of 
investors i: America, was predicted 
by Dr. Hijalmar Schacht, economic 
“dietator” of the reich, unless some 
further concessiovs are made by her 
creditors. 


Addressing journalists at the Leip- 
zig Fair, Dr. Schacht said: 

“Under the policy as pursued at 
present, collapse of Germany's foreign 
debts is an ibsolute certainty.” 

He assailed certain transfer agree- 
ments (covering transfer of cash 
abroad to meet debt payments) ob- 
tained by some “creditor countries,” 
declaring they were ‘“extorted from 
Germany by threats in order to ob- 
tain preferential treatment compared 
with other creditors.” 

It was recalled that Britain's 
threat to set up a clearing house and 
seize German funds to protect British 
creditors induced Germany to agree

Advantages of such agencies also 
were recognized in the report, espe- 
cially the employment of experts su- 
pervising subject matter requiring spe- 
cialized experience and training. 

The principal one, the report set 
forth, was in the exercise of legis- 
lative functions, including formation 
of rules and regulations by the bodies 
of experts, rather than in their ju- 
dicial functions. 

Advising that the judicial functions 
of these agencies be divorced from 
the legislative or executive and 
a federal * administrative 


independent tribunals modeled after 
the board of tax appeals. the board 
said “it is not going too far to state 
that the judicial branch of the fed- 
eral government is heing rapidly and 
seriously. undermined.” 

Basie Lines Lost. 

Apprehension was expressed that 
agencies combining al] three functions 
“are obliterat#ng essential lines of our 
government structure... and substi- 
tuting a labyrinth in which the rights 
of individuals. while preserved in 
form. can easily be nullified in prac- 
tice.” 

Pointing out that under Title I of 
the NIRA alone 13 agencies and four 
corporatoins have already been cre- 
ated by executive order. the report 
said lawyers even in close contact 
with these agencies in Washington 
are handicapped and concluded “it

The date for the walkout, jealously 
guarded by the strike committee, 
headed by Francis J. Gorman, was 
set for September 4 to give the union 
time to complete details for the strike, 
the largest numerically to confront 
the administration with the exception 
of the general strike in San Francisco. 

Ordered for First. 

The strike committee was ordered 
by a recent convention to call the gen- 
eral strike ‘on or before September 1.” 
The deadline falls on a Saturday.

DOROTHY THOMPSON 
DISCUSSES OUSTER 


German Correspondents Feel 
They Are Peeping Through 
Knothole, She Says. 


Note: Dorothy Thompson, wife of 
Sinclair Lewis and noted foreign 
correspondent, who was “requested” 
to leave Germany because of a “slur” 
on Chancellor Hitler in an article she 
wrote, discusses here her experience.

PARIS, Aug. 26.—(By Cable)— 
This is the first time I ever have 
been expelled from a country aud it 
gives me a strange feeling, particu- 
larly because that country is Ger- 
many. 

I went to Germany first in 1920, 
directly after the war, when every- 
thing was in kh state of terrific dis- 
organization, and, in the - following 
years, spent much time there until, 
in 1924, I went to live in Berlin as 
correspondent and head of the cen- 
tral European bureau for the New 
York Evening Post and the Philadel- 
‘phia Public Ledger. 

When I first went to Germany, 
ithe animosity engendered by the war 
| had not yet died down, and, in all 


wrote about Germany had to over- 
come very strong resistance. I  be- 
lieve that, in my unimportant way, 
[ helped somewhat to overcome that 
resistance. At any rate, the German 
foreign office believed so, and, when 
I married and left Berlin in 1928, I 
had many expressions of friendship 
and gratitude from officials of the 
German republic. 


I thought of them sadiy as my train 
pulled out, carrying me away from 
Berlin. Some of those officials still 
are in the service of the German gov- 
ernment, some of them are emigres, 
‘and some of them are dead. 
| Colleagues at Station. 
| My colleagues, with many of whom 
'I have covered stories in various 
'parts of Europe, all came down to 
see me off and made such a demon- 
stration of friendship and affection 
that the sleeping car conductor evi- 
| dently thought I was a very important 
| personage. I never have had such 
|considerate treatment on a train. [ 
chad a second-class sleeper, and shoukl 
ihave shared it with another passenger, 
i but the conductor, after conferring 
‘with another official, tenderly _ re- 
| moved me to a compartment by my- 
iself and solicitously brought me min- 
‘eral water. 

At the border, no one looked at 
imy luggage ‘and it was only as I 
crossed into France that a French 
customs official, opening my luggage 
and discovering numerous copies of 
the Voelkische Beobachter and the 
Angriff, which are leading nazi news- 
papers, looked at me _ suspiciously. 
Perhaps he thought I was a nazi 
agent. 

The difficultr for a journalist in 
being expelled from a country is that 
the public is almost certain to think 
that it will influence his or her point 
of view. I suppose that now, if I 
report anything good about the nazis, 
it will be thought that I have been 
intimidated or that I am trying to 
ingratiate myself, and. if I make any 
adverse reports, it will be thought | 
am taking a personal revenge. AS a 
matter of fact, this is not a very 
important incident in a dramatic rev- 
Olutionary development, 

Revolutions usually are not very 
clever about handling outside public- 
ity. Mr. Goebbels, for ‘instance, who 
seeins to be very effective at home 
in his own country, where all the 
papers have to print what he says, 
whether they believe it or not, and 
withhold comment, has a very differ- 
ent proposition to meet with the for- 
eign correspondents, who still live in 
a world where there is more than 
one opinion about most things and 
who have an irritating habit of trying 
to get as many facts as possible, even 
when those facts do not prove any 
thesis. He also faces a stubborn re- 
sistance to anything that calls itself 
‘a propaganda ministry. : 
| The average English or American 
/newspaperman unconsciously stiffens 
‘his back when he is given a“ hand- 
‘out, and he starts out by thinking 
‘there must be something fishy about 
it. In his long experience of | pub- 
licity handouts, there usually has been. 
‘If he then starts to investigate, to 
‘question, to point out discrepancies, 
and. for that, is treated as an enemy, 
he cannot get over the suspicion that 
there is something rotten in Den- 
mark. 


Lauds Streseman Regime.; | 
Germany had its best press o¥tsile 
| the country in the day — the 
‘treatment of foreign correspondents 
‘was most free and most cordial—un- 
der the Streseman regime. In those 
‘days, there was a conference every 
Friday in the foreign office, usually 
 dieonded by the chancellor or the for- 
| eign minister and by all the foreigu 
‘correspondents, where questions were 
‘freely asked and answers were freely 
given—sometimes in confidence, some- 
‘times for publication. Criticism, even 
| the most hostile, was received in 
‘dignified silence or openly discussed. 
| But the foreign correspondent in 
‘Germany today feels he is peeping 
‘through a knothole at the procedures 
of a secret society or that he is be- 
‘ing led by the nose. 

As far as I can see, I really was 
put out of Germany fer the crime of 
blasphemy. The fact that the crime 
was committed before Mr. Hitler be- 
‘came chancellor does not matter. Aft- 
er all, you can cut a man’s head off 
‘in Germany today for something that 
‘was not a capital offense when it 
was committed. 

My offense was to think that Hit- 
ler is just an ordinary man, after all. 
That is a crime against the reigning 
cult in Germany. which says that Mr. 
Hitler is a messiah sent of God to 
save the German people—an old Jew- 
‘ish idea. To question this mystic 
‘mission is so heinous that, if you are 
'a German, you can be sent to jail. 
‘I. fortunately. am an American. so I 
merely was sent to Paris. Worse 
things can happen to one.

“The American consul was informed 
by the secret police that the order 
for me to leave was based chiefly upon 
an interview with Hitler which ] had 
in 1931, and which, apart from quot- 
ing Hitler, was purely a personal im- 
pression of personality,” Miss Thomp- 
son said in a statement. 


NAZI BITTERLY ASSAILED 
IN BOOK LAST SPRING 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—(UP)— 
There is a “general persecution in 
Germany of all individualism.” Doro- 
thy Thompson, American correspond- 
ent who was expelled yesterday from 
nazi Germany, wrote last spring in a 
hook called “Nazism: An Assault on 
Civilization.” 

Miss Thompson wrote the first 
chapter under the heading “The Ree- 
ord of Persecution.’ Others who con- 
tributed were Alfred E. Smith, John 
Haynes* Holmes, Stephen S. Wise. 
Ludwig Lewison, William Green and 
Charles H. Tuttle. 

“Every man, woman and child in 
Germany,” said Miss Thompson, 
“has been deprived of something. and 
of something which, until March, 
1933, the beliefs and experiences of 
the civilized world had taught to be 
good.” ) 

“It is impossible,” she wrote, “even 
to guess how many of the thousands 
who have been clapped into prison$ 
and concentration camps, or subjected 
to gruelling torture at the hands of 
storm troopers. have merely been 
guilty of doubting the infallibility of 
the leader, eX 

“The terror has not stopped in 
Germany. Its actnal extent is . not 
known. A few months ago, several 
reliable foreign correspondents agteed 
together that this could be made as 
a conservative. statement: ‘Scores 
have died, and perhaps hundreds, hun-

It would mean that men and 
women would still be mentally and 
physically alert after the broaden- 
ing effect of many years of expe- 
rience. The longer life span would 
preserve to the world for many 
years great intellects which now 
begin to deteriorate when the age 
of three score and ten is reached. 
Man’s period of greatest mental 
productivity, now from 50 to 70, 
would be more than doubled. 

Such a lengthening of life would 


tion of the world by S50 per cent, 
families would be enlarged and the 
position occupied by youth radical- 
ly changed in its relative impor- 
tance. 

Medical science has as yet met 
with little or no success in the effort 
to prolong the age of man. While 
the average life of human beings 
has been increased from below 50 
to approximately 60 years, there 
has been no material increase in 
those living béyond 70. 

So while Professor McCay’s sug- 
gestion is an interesting one, lead- 
ing to visions of widely different 
conditions surrounding life in the 
home and in the world of business, 
the lengthening of the Biblical three 
score and ten years as man’s span 
of life is not yet in sight. Scientists 
still search for the Fountain of 
Youth but so far they have been 
no more successful than was Ponce 
de Leon. 


CLERICS FOR NEW CALENDAR. 
An interesting summary of opin- 


Crozier Long, presented in an arti- 
cle in Current History magazine. | 

This writer holds that the ‘‘in- 
consistent and romantic” policies of. 
the nazi government which have | 
ruined German credit and upset the | 
economic system built by the Ger- 
man republic are exemplified by the | 
manner in which the Hitler cabinet | 
has handled the problem of foreign | 
trade. He cites that while nego- 
tiating commercial treaties and com- 
pensation agreements with Euro- 
pean states, the present German 
government has at the same time 
made these agreements ineffective 
by means of duties and prohibitions 
of imports. 

The first result of the effort at 
economic self-sufficiency, it is 
pointed out, has been the rise in 
prices described as basic to all the 
other economic troubles in Ger- 
many. These high prices have “im- 
peded German imports, prevented 
the payment of the foreign debts 
and depleted ‘the already scanty 
Reichsbank reserves.” 

Mr. Long stresses the part being 
played in the development of do- 
mestic opinion by the— 


Rise in the cost of living, unac- 
companied by any rise in wages. The 
rise in the cost of living is being 
severely felt by the urban working 
class, while the farmers, with a heavy 
reduction of crops because of the 
drouth in Germany, offset by only an 
insignificant advance in grain prices, 
are beginning to feel the pinch. It is 
this question of prices that is the 
most vulnerable side of the nazi re- 
gime. But the economic crisis has only 
begun. Not until the issue of this 
crisis is determined will we know, 
whether Hitler by his bloody purge | 
of June 30 permanently prevented a | 
new revolution or counter-revolution, |

The article in Current History 
was written betore the plebiscite 
which put supreme power in Hit- 
ler’s hands, but the facts presented 
undoubtedly explain to a degree the 
two-fold increase in opposition votes 
in the nine months since the elec- 
tion of last November. 

Despite his seizure of unlimited 
power, the ‘“fuehrer’’ evidently 
Sitting upon a volcano of unrest, 
arising from many sources of dis- 
content. He has attained his pres- 
ent position by the ruthless appli- 
cation of power. What the future

holds depends on whether he can/favored 


retain it by the same method, or 
whether he will prove wise enough 
to solve the problems with which 
he is faced. The one thing that ap- 
pears certain is that his future path 
will be even more difficult to tra- 
verse than the road by which he 
climbed to supreme authority.

ion on calendar reform expressed 
by more than 1,000 clerics, repre- 
senting every protestant church 
in the United States has been made 
public by the World Calendar As- 
sociation, of New York. 

This association favors the read- 
justment of the present calendar 
on a basis that would give the first 
month in each quarter 31 days and 
the second and third months 30 
days, each quarter consisting of 13 
weeks or 91 days, of which 13 are 
Sundays and 78 weekdays. This 
would leave an odd day which is 
to be placed as an extra Saturday 
between December 30 and January 
1. On leap years the extra day 
would be an extra Saturday between 
June 30. and July 1. 

Fach of the first four months 
would start on Sunday, on Wednes- 
day during the next four months 
and on Friday during the final four 
months. 

The calendar association points 
out that under this rearrangement 
of the 12-month calendar ‘‘compari- 
sons are easily obtained; changes in- 


are not. in- 
creased for business and the con- 
sumer; religious and secular holi- 
days are stabilized, and the transi- 
tion from the old to the new order 
is made easy by the retention of the 
12-month year.” 

The questionnaire sent to Ameri- 
can clergymen dealt particularly 
with the proposed stabilization of 
religious dates. Of the 1,178 re- 
plies received, 907 were in favor of 
against, 
while 1,037 expressed approval of 
the proposal of a fixed Easter, with 
only 92 against. 

Typical of the comments of lead- 
ing American clergymen are those 
of Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, former | 
head of the federal council of | 


churches, who writes, “As a church- 
‘man 1 shall do what I can to in- 
‘duce the church to lead in calendar 
reform,” and Bishop Manning, of 
‘New York, who takes the position 


'that “‘a fixed Easter and a reformed 


calendar are greatly to be desired 
for many reasons and the churches 
throughout Christendom should 
itake the lead in this matter.” 

| While the more than a thousand 
‘clergymen participating in this poll 
| the reformed 12-month 
calendar by a vote of approximately 
9 to 1, they wrejected by 7 to 1 
the suggested 13-month calendar 
favored by some calendar-reform ad- 
vocates.

At one of the railway stations I 
saw a crowd of Hungarian peasants 
and learned that they were on their 
way to America. I got into conver- 
sation with one old boy, who had 
served in the Austro-Hungarian army 
and who therefore spoke German. He 
told me how his relatives had written 
him to come to America as quickly as 
possible as a real boom-time was go- 
ing to break in the U. S. A. And 
then I heard the story of his prep- 
arations for the journey. Having 
placed his name and the names of the 
members of his family on the quota 
list several years ago, he has now 
sold his house and small farm. One 
of his boys was not granted a visum 
since he had not completed his mili- 
tary service. But the girls were all 
with them, six buxom daughters, 
golden-haired, cream and peaches and 
all that sort of thing. I'll bet those 
babes land in the movies or in some 
glorification of the American girl en- 
semble. 

He ‘paid $300 for the fare per 
person. He showed me an immensely 
long letter from an American ship- 
ping company’s agent in Budapest, 
telling him how to proceed from his 
native village to Budapest. Arrived 
in the capital, the family had been 
subjected to medical inspections that 
had lasted four days. One daughter 
had shown signs of trachoma and 
she had been kept behind. The father 
did not know what would become of 
her, for he had no money left, every- 
thing having gone into the trip ex- 
penses. While the various examina- 
tions were going on the quota for 
the month was filled and the family 
had been notified to wait a full month 
in Budapest. This they had done. 

“Where did you stay all that time, 
seeing that you have no money?” I 
asked. | 

“We slept under the bridge,” he re- 
plied. 

“What did you eat?” 

“Bread,” he said. “My wife baked 
enough bread before we left home 
to keep us going for a month.” 

“You carry all that bread with 

you?’ He showed me a basket full. 
“Where are you going in America?” 
“To Wisconsin.” He told me that 
he had checks for $25 for each mem- 
ber of his family to show the immi- 
gration authorities at New York that 
he was not going to become a charge 
on public charity. “I'll use that 
money for the railway fare to Wis- 
consin. “What I am afraid of,” he 
said, “is the journey to France and 
the waits in Paris and in the har- 
bor. I think we'll be hungry before 
we start for America.” 
I did some figuring and found that 
a person traveling first-class all the 
way from Budapest to Wisconsin pays 
less than these poor people.

ALLRED TRIUMPHS 
IN TEXAS PRIMARY 


Leads by 46,000 Votes; 3 
More States Hold Elec- 
tions Tuesday. 


DALLAS, Texas, Aug. 26.—(?)— 
James V. Allred, who made opposi- 
tion to “Fergusonism” the cue of ‘his 
campaign, was the choice of Texas 
voters today to succeed Mrs. Miriam 
A. “Ma” Ferguson, in the governor-

he democratic nomination—tanta- 
mount to election in Texas—was con- 
ceded the 35-year-old state's attorney- 
ogee by Tom F. Hunter, supported 

y Mrs. Ferguson and her husband, 
James BH, Ferguson, impeached former 
governor. Allred held a lead over 
Hunter of more than 46,000 votes 
from Saturday’s runoff primary at 
the time Hunter announced he would 
concede. 

Allred was called “a boy” in the 
campaign addresses of Ferguson, 
whose organization has held sway in 
Texas politics for 20 years. The at- 
torney-general in answer said he “was 
not too young to run for governor in 
my own name, and that’s more than 
Jim Ferguson can do.” Mrs. Fergu- 
son was elected for two terms on a 
‘‘vindication” platform after her hus- 
band’s impeachment. 

Hunter, oil man and attorney of 
Wichita Falls—also Allred’s home 
city—said : 

“I know that the principles for 
which I stood are right and I shall 
continue to fight for them. I am 
under obligation to no class or per- 
son and I would rather not be gov- 
ernor than to contract such obliga- 
tions. I refused to make any trades.” 

A Texas election bureau tabula- 
tion gave Allred 480,479 votes and 
Hunter, 433,680. 

Second Fer Setback. 

The runoff primary brought the 
second setback this year to the Fer- 
guson organization. C. C. McDonald, 
whom the Wergusons sponsored in the 
first primary, ran third behind All- 
red and Hunter, neither of whom at- 
tained the majority that would have 
obviated the runoff. 

Allred, 5 foot 10 state’s attorney- 
general, known throughout Texas for 
the “General Allred grin,’ was a 
sailor in the World War. 

In campaign speeches he referred 
to the Ferguson-Hunter “boy” appe- 
lation and said: “In 1918, I wasn’t 
too young to enlist in the United 
States pavy and servé my country 
while Mr, Hunter stayed at home and 
made his fortune out of oil, at $3.50 
a barrel.” 

Hunter in turn accused Allred of 
republican leanings, but the attorney- 
general retorted he was the first Tex- 
as contributor to the Roosevelt-Gar- 
ner victory fund in 1932. Allred said 
Hunter had set himself up “in his 
dream of power” as a state “dictator.” 
He described as “Huey Long-Hitler- 
ism” the Hunter proposal to conceén- 
trate certain powers in the governor's 
cabinet. 

Ferguson Ousted in 1917. 

James E. Ferguson was impeached 


and removed from the governor's of- 
fice in 1917. His wife, who ran on 


la vindication ticket, now is complet- 


ing her second term. Both have an- 
nounced they would retire from poli- 
tics after the inauguration next Jan- 
uary 7. 

Texas’ 100 per cent democratic con- 
gressional delegation gained four new 
members, while Representative W. D. 
McFarland, of Graham, apparently 
was re-elected over Sam B. Spence, 
of Wichita Falls. | 

Nat Patton, of Crockett, won the 
seventh district; George H. Mahon, 
of Colorado, in the 19th; Maury. Mav-

Green, of the American Federation 
of Labor, Gorman wrote: 

“The general strike committee of 
the United Textile Workers having 
agreed upon a date for a nation-wide 
stoppage of work in cotton textile 
mills and strike orders having been 
sent to all local unions, subject to 
release, it seems advisable to report 
to you for your information in some 
detail the conditions obtaining in the 
cotton textile industry. 


“Cotton textile workers are, in the 
main, In a worse position than they 
were before NRA, except that they 
now have some prospect for finally 
remedying their condition under the 
protection of Section 7-A.” 

He added other details which he 
said showed the necessity for a strike. 
Intervention Seen. 
Meanwhile, prospects of intervention 
by the national Jabor relations board, 
headed by Lloyd Garrison, increased. 
Friday, Gorman told Robert W. 
Bruere, chairman of the cotton textile 
industrial relations board, that “our 
experience in the operation of the 
board gives us no confidence in its 
ability to adjust the issues now at 
stake in fairness to labor.” He indi- 
cated he would prefer to submit the 
union’s case to the national labor 
board, and three hours later was clos- 

eted with Garrison. 

A second conference was held last 
night and union leaders were called 
out early today for another session 
with labor board members. 

Gorman declined to divulge the out- 
come of the conferences but indicated 
the strike committee had not closed 
the door upon negotiations with Gar- 
rison. He emphasized, however, that 
the strike would be held as scheduled, 
regardless of any negotiations, unless 
labor’s demands were met. 

Grievances. 

The wunion’s grievances have been 
listed officially as: 

“The stretch-out system has been 
so widely inaugurated throughout the 
industry as to constitute a sweeping 
and inhuman method of operation from 
which there must be relief. 

“The volume of employment has 
declined steadily sincé immediately 
after the cotton textile code went inte 
effect. 

“Average weekly earnings have de- 
clined under the code. 

“There has been a sweeping and 
intolerable practice of discharging 
workers for union affiliation in clear 
violation of Section T-A of the in- 
dustrial recovery act.” 

The union’s statements are in sharp 
conflict with the claims by industry 
of increased employment and higher 
pay rolls under the cotton textile 
code, 

In pushing plans for the general 
walkout, the strike committee had a 
pledge of “full support” from Presi- 
dent Green, of the A. F. of L. | 

The federation is assigning trained 
organizers to assist U. W. field 
workers. Wednesday night Green will 
make a nationwide radio address on 
behalf of the mill workers.

POINT AUX BARQUES, Mich., 
Aug. 26.—(/)—William Lyon Phelps, 
professor emeritus of Yale University, 
said in his annual book lecture to- 
night that 1934 has been notable for 
the number of important American 
novels published. 


The distinguished literary scholar 
mentioned particularly “So Red the 
Rese,” “Lamb in His Bosom,” “Once 
a Wilderness” and “Years Are So 
Long.” 

The first novel he called “a work 
of literary art,” describing it as “a 
sympathetic and subtle representation 
of aristocratic southern life before 
and during the Civil War.” 

He said “Lamb in His Bosom,” 
which won the Pulitzer prize, “deserves 
it, though apparently the first book 
by its author,” Caroline Miller. 

“The year 1984 has been notable for 
the considerable number of impor- 
tant American novels,” he declared. 
“It is the chief feature of contempo- 
rary production. These novels for 
the most part interpert American life 
and the social history of various parts 
of our country. ‘They are American 
novels of American life by American 
authors.” 

‘He discussed 34 books, including 11 
nevels, 11 of general literature, four 
of poems, and eight “thrillers,”

The Decoy Double. 


George Bernard Shaw in one of 
his plays represents Julius Caesar, 
| when a lieutenant wished to tell him 
something that must net be overheard, 
as opening all the doors and windows 
so that no one would think of listen- 
ing. Though I am not convinced that 


this method would work in all cases, 
nobody can deny that Caesar had the 
right idea in trying to anticipate the 
mental processes of those he wished 
to outwit. 

In bridge, as in other branches 
of warfare, one is concerned with 
this problem of psychological antici- 
pation. The declarer, perhaps, will 
have to guess right in the matter of 
finessing. His guess, unless he is one 
of those bridge who just 
guess, will be based inferences 
drawn from the bidding. How can 
you make his guess wrong? 

In. the following hand the West 
player accomplished the desired re- 
sult by throwing in a decoy double:

The bidding is most illuminating. 
North's single raise on the first round 
indicates a maximum holding of 4 1-2 
playing tricks, with probably no out- 
side biddable suit and thus fairly bal- 
anced distribution. South was unable 
to bid game immediately and conse- 
quently has not a very strong hand. 
The contract therefore must depend 
upon the suecess of one or two fi- 
nesses. If West, with his very weak 
hand, can cause South to place the 
outstanding strength with him, what- 
ever finesses there are will be taken 
toward East and one or two tricks 
may be gained, sufficient to defeat the 
contract. 

To see how West’s strategy worked, 
consider how South, trusting the in- 
ferences of the double, planned his 
play. The diamond queen was opened 
and won by the king. Now South, 
with balanced distribution, would or- 
dinarily have played for the drop in 
Spades. But it seemed that West must 
have held at least the promise of a 
trump trick in order to double, so 
South first played the spade ace and 
then finessed for the queen to dum- 
my’s K-10. Even when East gobbled 
up this trick with his queen, South 
still had good grounds for believing 
the double. With the heart A Q, the 
club K J and the sequence in dia- 
monds which had already been shown 
by the opening lead, West might have 
made a gambling double because the 
bidding sounded uncertain. South 
therefore. did not take a finesse for 
the queen of hearts by leading the 
jack and playing low from dummy: 
instead he put up dummy’'s heart 
king when West played low on the 
first lead»of that suit; and East cap- 
tured the king with his ace, return- 
ing a heartsfor West to win with 
the queen. South had now-lost three 
tricks, two of them having been sac- 
rificed through his belief in West's 
double. A club trick which South 
could not avoid losing to East's king 
set the contract.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—(4)—Ending 
tumors that the Cubs’ manager was 
slated for the discard, President Wil- 
liam Walker today announced that 
Charlie Grimm had been reappointed 
manager of the club for 1935.

MAX SCHMELING 
KAYOES NEUSEL 
IN STH ROUND 


75,000 See German Stop 
Foe in Classy 
Battle.

HAMBURG, Germany, Aug. 26.— 
(UP)—The. dark, scowling visage of 
Max Schmeling, the “Black Uhlan” 
of the Rhine, loomed today once 


again above the heads of the pack 
seeking Max Baer's heavyweight title 
as the deadly fists of the former 
heavyweight champion smashed inte 
submission Walter Neusel, of Ger- 
many. 

With his powerful right hand 
working like a piston—the weapon 
that levelled Willie Stribling at Cleve- 
land three years ago—the Teuton 
schlager administered a merciless and 
decisive beating to his fellow-German, 
until Neusel finally quit in the eighth 
round of*a scheduled 12-round fight. 

Maxie, weighing 1938 1-2 pounds, 


‘gave away four and a half pounds 
‘in weight to Neusel and gave him the 


worst beating he has suffered in his 
heavyweight career. 
A crowd of 75,000 saw the fight. 
NEVER HAD A CHANCE, 


Schmeling never gave Neusel a 
From the start, with his 


in chopping blows to the body and 
short right uppercuts to the face, he 
hammered the bewildered Neusel. 
Weaving and feinting as he fought 
when he was champion, he skillfully 
countered Neusel’s wild attack in the 
third round—a desperate bid to 
stave off the steady, shuffling attack 
of the ex-champ—and went on to win 
almost as he pleased. 

The last rounds resembled a boxing 
lesson betwen instructor and pupil. 
Neusel began over nervously attack- 
ing to the head, but showed little 
strategy and fell an easy prey to 
Schmeling’s skillful and deadly coun- 
ter punching. 

Der Maxie drew blood from his foe's 
face with a terrific smash im the sec- 
ond round that jarred Neusel to his 
heels. 

Neusel won the third, but it was 
the only one in his favor. He con- 
tinued his wild attacking ‘tactics in 
the fourth, but Schmeling met him 
with that  cruelly-punishing _right- 
hand uppercut, completely demoraliz- 
ing Neusel ai infighting. 

“FINISH HIM!” 

Going into the eighth round, Neusel 
apparently was out on his feet. The 
crowd was roaring “Finish him!” and 
Schmeling continued steadily to drum 
his hands into Neusel’s pulpy, bleed- 
ing face. He rocked him around the 
ring. following him to the ropes, beat- 
ing him unmercifully as Neusel sought 
desperately to. cover. 

Neusel went to his corner bleeding 
profusely, and palpably unable to 
continue. He gave up the fight after 
a few words with his handlers, and 
the “Black Uhlan” became one again 
—as he was in 1930—the most dan- 
gzerous contender in the heavyweight 
picture. | 

A gate estimated at 300.000 marks 
was attracted by the fight. Thousands. 
unable to get into the arena, stood 
outside and listened to a loudspeaker 
account of the battle. Fans had pour- 
ed into the city from all over Ger- 
many to see the battle, the first of 
international note held in Germany 
in years. 


Max To Seek 
Early U.S. Match. 


HAMBURG, Aug. 26.—(UP)—Max 
Schmeling, who re-established himself 
in the heavyweight field by knocking 
out Walter Neusel today. will seek 
an early match in the United States, 
he said after the fight tonight. 

“Tell -America I’ve come back,” he 
told the United Press. He was in per- 
fect shape after the fight, while 
Neusel, his right eye nearly shut, 
claimed he had heen unable to fight 
after Schmeling closed his eye in the 
second round.
